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(i^  h  ^riE  word  Illinois  comes  from  the  Indian,  ILLIXI, 
sigraiying  a  coniiilete,  hnished  and  perfect  man,  im- 
bued with  the  spirit  and  bravery  of  the  men  of  every 
nation  that  ever  li'.ed."  These  are  the  words  of  Fatlier 
Hennepin,  uttered  before  the  seventeenth  centurj'  closed, 
and  marvclously  portrayed  the  character  of  the  men  who, 
in  the  fidness  of  time,  made  the  Garden  State  of  lihnois 
the  greatest  conunonwealth  in  tlie  wlioie  valicy  of  the 
Mississippi. 

In  truth,  after  all,  it  is  men  that  "counr,"  and  in  these 
few  words  v.'e  will  speak  of  men  rather  than  of  mere  square 
miles,  or  of  ienyth  of  railv.j-.y  trackage,  or  of  aggregates 
of  Hve  sto:k  slaughtered,  or  areas  of  cultivation,  bushels 
of  wheat  or  cn-n,  tons  of  coal  mined,  or  the  manufacture  of 
goods  or  the  handling  of  merchandise. 

All  tiiese  tilings  are  secondary  ai^d  stand  in  their  riglit 
relations  aiivl  fail  into  ihcir  proper  places  onh-  a-  we  con- 
sider the  "man  side"  of  the  founding,  growth  and  nourish- 
ing of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Let  us  brietly  look  at  Illinois'  roll  of  honor  and  historic 
page.  Wlial  .1  iisc  of  hwa  and  events!  The  brave,  patient 
and  lovable  Mar-piolte,  t!:c  intrepid  La  .'^alle,  tlie  passing 
of  the  lilies  of  France  and  the  coining,  for  a  brief  nericJ, 
of  Britain's  liard-^-\rn^-d  tmnre,  when  the  union  rlag  of  St. 
George  and  S:.  .Xndrev.-  iic.v  o'er  the  land;  the  meteoric 
appear:jncc  'i.'nd  decisive  victory  of  George  Rogers  Clark 
in  the^/vcvorjitinn,  the  incursion  of  the  Spaniards  from  St. 
Louis._  the,  ni;i^ss;;.cr<;  pt  Fort  Dearborn,  the  birth  of  the 
.'5tale  [ii  jJ^'.'ii  wiMi  iii '•.->•>>  p', nidation,  then  the  formative 
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;j>criod,  whea  good,  honest  men,   such  as   Shadrach   Bond, 
•i-^AIorris  Birkbeck  and  Governor  Ct^le.s,  kept  the  Slate  free 
!c-'from    the    then    extending    and    contaminating    power    of 
^"sJavery;   the   continued   conflict   between   slavery   and   free- 
—■sdom,  cuhninating  in  tliat  dreadful  night  early  in  the  winter 
of    1837,    w;ien    the    pro-slavery    mob    at    Alton    ruthlessly 
-    quenched  the  mortal  spirit  of  freedom's  champion,   Elijah 
^    Lovejoy;  the  disrupting  Mormon  troubles  with  their  awful 
tragedies   in   the   forties;   the    strenuous    days    of   the   Inter 
fifties,   when   two   political   giants   jointly   debated-  through 
the  length  and  breadth   of  the   State,   whether  a  man  had 
better  serve  God  or  Baal,  and  {com.  which  debates  upgrew 
the   Republican   party   and   resulted,   ultimately,   in   war   be- 
tween the  North  and  South. 

Trulj-,  there  were  giants  in  those  days.  \Vitness  the 
rise  of  such  mighty  men  as  David  Davis,  Lyman  Trumbull, 
Stephen  A.  Douglas,  Richard  Yates.  E.  B.  Washburne, 
'"John  M.  Palmer,  John  A.  Logan  and.  beyond  all,  the  great 
Lincoln  and  his  greatest  general,  Grant,  which  two  became 
'so  great  that  their  ov.n  country  aione  could  not  contain 
<^,their  names,  but  all  the  world  n  iw  shares  with  us  tlieir 
glory. 

What  sh.allWe  say  more?  Time  v/ould  fail  to  tell  of  th.e 
lives  of  such  as  General  Shields  and  of  ^Mulligan.  McCler- 
nand,  Pope,  Huriir-.t,  r^IcArcliur,  Medill,  McCormick, 
IngcrsoU  and   Gresham. 

Well  may  the  man  who  has  been  an  lilinoisan,  as  in  liis 
mind's  eye  he  sees  the  procession  of  these  men  and  events, 
e.xclaim  with  the  fervor  of  a  full  heart,  "I  knew  you  closely, 
or  1  knew  you  only  at  a  distance,  but  you  all  v.  ere  of  my 
people  and  my  .State,  and  1  proudh'  share  with  yoti  the 
giory  of  Illinois!" 

We  think  fondly  of  the  Prairie  State,  and  sitting  by  the 
rivers  o;   Baoylon  will  not  refuse  to  sing  her  praise  w'aen 
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those  v.ho  have  carried  us  into  captivity  require  of  us 
a  song. 

In  conclusion,  we  say  with  Clark  E.  Carr,  of  Galesburg, 
111.,  "The  Lernple  of  which  the  States  of  the  American  Union 
form  the  integral  parts  is  the  most  subliuie  that  was  ever 
reared.  Its  foundations  are  laid  in  principles  more  substan- 
tial and  enduring  than  granite,  while  tlie  superstructure 
embodies  and  amplifies,  in  sublimity  and  beneficence,  tlie 
wisdom  and  hopes  and  aspirations  of  all  the  ages. 

"In  the  midst  of  this  mighty  structure,  exalted  to  lofty" 
eminence,  supported  and  dependent  upon  all  other  States, 
uniting  and  giving  strength  and  grace  and  beauty  to  tlie 
■whole,  so  conspicuous  through  the  achievements  of  her 
sons  that  all  the  people  instinctively  turn  their  eyes  toward 
her,  rises  Illinois,  whose  splendors  and  glories  illumine 
every  part  of  the  might}'  edi'lcc  which  she  majestically 
canopies. 

"New  York  is  justly  called  the  Empire  .State  and  Penn- 
sylvania the  Keystout;  State.  Illinois,  m.isl  be  recognized 
as  the  stately  dome  of  the  American   Rep;iblic.''
